In  reply  to  the  complaint  of  the  Socie- 
dade  Central   de  tinmigracao   against   the 
passport  abuses  at  the  police  headquarters, 
the  chief  of  police  has  informed  the  minister 
of  justice  that  no  blame   can    be  attached 
to   his  department  because   every   effort    is 
made  to  expedite  all  applications  for  vise's 
and  because  the  employment  of  agents  is  a 
matter  in   which   the  police   have    no   res- 
ponsibility  and    can    not    avoid.     He  also 
calls   attention    to    the    fact    thai   repeated 
requests   have    been    nude   of   the    foreign 
consuls    that    they    should    certify    to    the 
nationality  of  applicants,  thus  enabling  the 
police  to  dispatch  applications  lor  vises  with 
less  delay.     It  ought  to  be  apparent  10  the 
chief  of  police  that  all  this  is  totally  in- 
sufficient.    In   the  first  place,   applications 
are  not  dispatched   as   quickly  as  could  be 
done.     The  majority  ol   people  are  certain 
to    leave   the   passport   vise   until 
moment,  and  then 
haste.     The  simpl 
raised  at  police  headquarters  which  are  sur- 
mounted easily  by  these  passport  brokers, 
for  a  consideration  of  course,  is  clear  proof 
that  there  is  an  understanding  between  them 
and  the  police  authorities.     That  being  the 
case,  the  remedy  is  plainly  111  the  hands  of 
the  chief,    who    can    forbid    iurlher   transac- 
tions  of  that   character   and    give    prompt 
admission  to  every  applicant.     The  chiefs 
recommendation  that  the  passport  require- 
ment be  iiboli-hed,   is  timely  and  sensible. 
There  is  no  necessity   whatever  for  such   a 
restriction.     It    is    no   protection    whatever 
against  the  arrival  or  departure  of  persons 
whom    the  police   wish  to  intercept,  while 
on  the  other  hand   it  is  a  constant    source 
of  vexation  to  honest  travellers. 


of  the  principles  then  enunciated.  If  there 
is  any  meaning  at  all  in  such  a  resolution, 
it  is  to  the  effect  that  the  Associacao  Com- 
mercial finds  cause  for  rejoicing  in  the  fact 
that  absolutely  nothing  lias  been  done,  that 
the  crisis  through  which  the  country  is 
passing  is  to  be  indefinitely  continued,  that 
trade  is  to  remain  vet  awhile  longer  in  a 
slate  of  depression,  and  that  legislative 
inertia  and  incapacity  is  a  subject  lor  formal 
congratulation.  It  means  that  die  con- 
tinued contemplation  of  decay,  bankruptcy 
and  ruin  is  a  mallei  for  national  satisfac- 
tion, and  therefore  deserves  due  recogni- 
tion from  the  representatives  of  commerce 
and  industry  in  the  capital  of  the  empire. 
We  are  sorry  for  the  few  men  of  intelligence 
and  judgment  who  are  slill  attached  to  this 
fossilized  corporation,  for  it  has  made  a 
record  lor  incapacity  and  short-sightedness 
which  can  not  fail  to  fill  them  with  shame  and 
despair.  As  a  rule  the  commercial  associa- 
tions of  every  country  are  always  in  the 
vanguard  ol  liberal  sentiments  and  progress, 
and  they  consider  it  a  duty  not  only  to  keep 
abreast  of  the  times,  but  to  anticipate  and 
advocate  reforms  wherever  such  arc  proved 
to  be  conducive  to  public  welfare  anil 
prosperity.  Here,  however,  the  represent- 
atives of  the  commerce  and  moneyed  in- 
terests of  the  chief  city  and  capital  of  the 
empire,  have  deliberately  chosen  to  ally 
themselves  with  the  party  ol  reaction  and 
to  consiitule  themselves  the  protectors  and 
defenders  ol  an  institution  which  the  whole 
civilized  world  has  long  since  condemned. 
It  is  a  choice  which  might  excite  a  thrill  of 
sympathy  in  the  heart  of  a  Rameses,  but 
lor  those  who  have  long  since  outstripped 
the  halting  steps  of  the  Associate- Com- 
mercial it  will  occasion  nothing  more  than 
a  smile  of  pity.

I  iiuisl  be  obtained  in 
fact   that  obstacles  are 


than  their  necessary  living  expenses  and 
a  reward  for  discoveries  as  to  the  origin  and 
treatment  of  the  diseases.  Quarters  for 
experiment  and  study  could  he  furnised  at 
the  Misericordia,  Gaiub6a  and  Jtirujuba 
hospitals,  with  the  right  of  admission  to 
all  their  wards,  and  other  suitable  accom- 
modations could  readily  be  supplied  else- 
where for  their  entertainment.  The  bare 
opportunities  for  research  thus  afforded 
could  not  fail  to  bring  together  many 
earnest  investigators,  Irom  whose  labors 
Brazil  would  reap  lasting  benefits.  'They 
should  be  perfectly  free  from  official  super- 
vision, protected  against  local  jealousies  and 
opposition,  and  their  organization  should 
be  purely  international  in  character.  The 
investigations  will  of  course  be  conducted 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Brazilian  govern- 
ment, to  whom  will  belong  an  imperishable 
honor  should  they  be  crowned  with  success. 


Tut:  appearance  of  beii-beri  among  the 
characteristic  diseases  of  this  city  and  the 
continuance  of  yellow  level  in  an  endemic 
and  semi-epidemic  fain,  with  an  occasional 
outbreak  as  a  violent  epidemic,  ought  to 
arouse  some  intelligent  interest  among  offi- 
cials as  to  new  and  heller  facilities  for 
studying  them  and  cheeking  their  ravages.

The  loss  of  the  Royal  Mail  steamer  Gita- 
i/ta/ia  on   the  Paredes  shoals,  inside  of  the 
Abrolhos  Islands,    on  the  morning  <<(  the 
20th   ult.,  has  given  occasion  to  many  and 
diverse    criticisms    as    to    the    cause    of  the 
disaster,    the  ship    being   so   fir  out    of  her 
course.      It    has    reasonably    been    felt    dial 
the  captain  of  the  steamer,  who  is  one  of 
the     most    experienced     navigators    on     the 
coast,  was  in  a  neighborhood  where  extra 
care    should    have    been    taken    and    where 
the  Abrolhos  light  should   have  served  to 
indicate  his  position.     The   steamer   must 
have  passed  considerably  mtftin  the  radius 
of  the  Abrolhos  light,  and    as    the   night 
was   clear   it   certainly  ought    to    have  been 
seen— which    would    assuredly   have  led    to 
a  change  of  course  and  the  avoidance  of 
the  disaster.     We  are  informed,   however, 
that,    although    careful    watch  was  kepi,   the 
Abrolhos  light  was  not  seen,   from  winch 
the   inference   may  justly  be  drawn  that  the 
light   was  not  burning.     It   is  highly  im- 
probable that  the  light  would  have  escaped 
all    the    persons   un  watch,  and  the  more  so 
as    the    night    was    perfectly   clear.      The

The  inference 
is,  therefore,  that  their  j)ay  and  supplies 
being  delayed  by  the  authorities,  the  keepers 
gave  themselves  no  trouble  to  keep  the 
light  burning,  careless  of  the  fact  that  those 
who  would  suffer  from  their  remissness 
were  those  not  in  the  least  to  blame  for 
their  lack  of  supplies.  As  this  is  not  the 
first  time  that  the  Abrolhos  light  has  been 
found  extinguished,  it  may  very  properly 
be  asked  what  the  government  is  going  to 
do  about  it.

The  story  is  somewhat  antiquated,  but  it  seems  to 
have  found  renewed  youth  out  in  the  rofa  and  is 
creating  a  profound  sensation  in  the  mailer  of 
American  manners  and  customs.  -  A  merchant 
worth  $200,000  goes  to  a  matrimonial  agency  and 
finds  a  bride  in  waiting  worth  $100,000.  The  con- 
tract is  signed,  the  ceremony  performed,  and  the 
bridal  dinner  prepared  and  eaten,  with  clergyman, 
witnesses,  guests,  etc.,  all  furnished  by  the  agency 
—and  all  within  a  few  hours.  The  story  is  a  mar- 
vellous one,  it  must  be  confessed— but  it  draws 
just  a  little  loo  heavily  on  the  imagination. 

—We  see  by  the  Times-Democrat  of  New 
Orleans,  Ihat  in  case  nf  a  reopening  of  the  late 
international  exhibition  held  there,  all  the  stales  of 
South  and  Central  America  will  make  special  eftoi 
to  be  represented.
